THE FINANCE ACT, 1991 
No. 18 OF 1991 


[14th March^ 1991.] 

An Act to continue for the financial year 1991-92 the existii g rates 
of income-tax and to provide for the continuance of the provi¬ 
sions relating to auxiliary dudes of cus oms aud special du ies 
of excise for the said year. 

3e it enacted by Parliament in the Forty-second Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:— ^ 

1- (1) This Act may be called the Finance Act, 1991. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided in this Act, section 2 shall come into 
force on the 1st day of April, 1991. 

2. The provisions of section 2 of, and the First Schedule to, the Fin¬ 
ance Act, 1990, shall apply in relation to income-tax for the assessment 
year or, as the case may be, the financial year commencing on the 1st 
day of April, 1991, as they apply in relation to income-tax for the assess-

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mant year or, as the case may be, the financial year commencing on the 
1st day of April, 1990, with the following modifications, namely:— 

(a) in section 2 ,— 

(i) for the figures “1990”, wherever they occur, the figures 
“1991” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in sub-section (i), after the words “the First Schedule 
and”, the words, figures letter and brackets “such tax as re¬ 
duced by the rebate of income-tax calculated under Chapter 
VIII-A of the Income-tax Act, 1961 (hereinafter referred to os 
the Income-tax Act)” shall be inserted;
